CHR E coli outbreak investigation continues

The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion (CHR) is in an ongoing 
battle to track down what is 
responsible for the recent E 
coli outbreak in Calgary. 

As part of the investiga¬ 
tion, three Calgary restau¬ 
rants have temporarily 
closed. During this closure, 
public health inspectors will 
be taking additional sam¬ 
ples. These restaurants are 
My Donair, #1, 4310 

MacLeod Trail SW, My 
Donair 1200 37th St, SW, 


and Wendy’s restaurant, 475 
36th St. NE. The Region 
asks anyone who ate at 
those restaurants between 
Sept. 1 and 17th, to contact 
them. 

CHR health inspectors re¬ 
ceived additional evidence 
that 16 of more than 35 
cases reported to the region 
since last week were exposed 
to E coli from the same 
source. Fourteen of those 16 
people had eaten food from 
these three establishments. 

“We made a commitment 
to sharing relevant informa¬ 


tion in our investigation as 
it became available,” said 
Dr. Judy MacDonald, deputy 
Medical officer. CHR. “The 
more detailed laboratory re¬ 
sults we obtain show we are 
moving in the right direc¬ 
tion, though we still have 
not pinpointed a source.” 

Last week the CHR re¬ 
ported several food establish¬ 
ments were involved in the 
investigation, that work con¬ 
tinues. None of the affected 
individuals were exposed to 
the bacteria since this inves¬ 
tigation began. 


“We believe the initial 
measures that were out in 
place following the inspec¬ 
tion of all food establish¬ 
ments named were appropri¬ 
ate and effective in stopping 
the outbreak,” said 
MacDonald. 

Symptoms of E coli in¬ 
clude fever, abdominal 
cramps and bloody 
diarrhea. 

“Individuals should always 
guard against E cob infection by 
taking proper precautions when 
preparing meals and eating in res¬ 
taurants. Hamburger ;uid other 


ground beef products should be 
cooked to an internal temperature 
of 71 degrees Celsius,” said Dr. 
MacDonald. “It is also important to 
remember this bacteria can be 
spread from person to person. To 
prevent further spread in the 
home, wash thoroughly, do not 
bath children together, don't share 1 
towels and avoid preparing food 
while ill.”

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Crop conditions this season

Cool, wet weather condi¬ 
tions delayed crop maturity 
and hindered harvesting op¬ 
erations in the Mountain 
View County. Frosts and 
snow, in some parts of the 
County brought additional 
challenges to the harvesting 
season. 

Provincially, only 10% of 
the 2004 crop is in the bin, 
well behind normal (about 
30%). Harvest is most ad¬ 
vanced in the Southern Re¬ 
gion, with 32% complete. 
About 3% has been combined 
in the Central, North West 
and Peace Regions, and only 
1% in the North East Region. 
Estimates of provincial har¬ 
vest progress by crop are: dry 
peas 30%. durum wheat 25%, 
barley 13%, spring wheat 8%, 
oats and canola 3%. Most 


canola and dry peas have 
been swathed, while the ma¬ 
jority of spring cereals are 
still standing in the field. 
Soil moisture conditions are 
mostly rated as good to excel¬ 
lent at the surface level, and 
fair to good at the sub-sur¬ 
face level. 

Crop growing conditions 
during the 2004 crop season 
in Alberta have generally im¬ 
proved, compared to the pre¬ 
vious three years. Provincial 
average yields this year are 
expected to be significantly 
above the 10-year average for 
spring wheat, durum, barley 
and dry peas, and well above 
the 10-year average for oats 
and canola. 

However, the recent rain 
showers, frosts and snow 
have reduced crop quality. 
Crop lodging and sprouting 
in both standing and 


swathed crops are reported in 
many areas. 

The second cut haying op¬ 
eration is about 30% com¬ 
plete on dryland, and 88% 
complete under irrigation. 
Hay quality varies, with the 
majority of hay being rated as 
poor to fair on dryland, and 
fair to good under irrigation. 
Some dryland producers are 
still trying to finish first cut 
operations. Pasture condi¬ 
tions are reported as 18% 
poor, 38% fair, 35% good, and 
9% excellent. 

Hail, frost and snow have 
caused crop losses in many ar¬ 
eas. Due to the cool, wet 
weather conditions, grasshop¬ 
per infestations this year 
were confined to a few local 
areas. Problems with flea bee¬ 
tles, lygus bugs, wireworms, 
gophers, and some crop dis¬ 
eases were also reported.

REGIONAL ASSESSMENTS: 

The 2004 Alberta Crop Report Series continues to provide summaries for the 
following five regions: 

Region Two: Central (Rimbey, Airdrie, Coronation, Oyen) 

• Combining is only 3% complete in the region. However, over one half of canola 
and dry peas have been swathed. Most crops standing in the field are in good to 
excellent condition, and have good yield prospects. 

• The second cut haying operation is over one-third complete. Hay quality is 
rated as 27% poor, 48% fair, 15% good, and 10% excellent. 

• Pasture conditions are rated as 14% poor, 46% fair, 29% good, and 11% excel¬ 
lent. 

• Sprouting in standing and swathed crops, and damage from hail, frost and 
sawfly are reported in the region.

Mountain View County is 
in growth mode and the fu¬ 
ture is bright for business in 
this area that was the mes¬ 
sage presented to local busi¬ 
ness representatives at a 
luncheon hosted by council 
and administration, Sept. 
29. 

Reeve Ian Harvie said the 
luncheon should become a 
regular occurrence, held at 
least once during every 
council’s term of office. 

“This is about ongoing 
work in progress,” said 
Harvie, “it doesn’t have 
much to do with the (Oct. 
18th) election at all.” 

Harvie emceed the infor¬ 
mal event held at Olds Royal 
Canadian Legion. About 15 
business representatives at¬ 
tended. 

“Our future growth is 
connected to yours," he 
said, outlining work com¬ 


pleted to date. 

“The administration 
building, as you all know, 
has certainly received its 
share of controversies but it 
will be built within budget 
and in a timely manner.” 

Topics touched on during 
the presentation were: the 
municipal development plan, 
which took two-and-a-half 
years to complete; regional 
collaboration, MVC working 
with all municipalities 
within their boundaries to 
promote regional economic 
development; planning for 
growth and council’s objec¬ 
tive to create a positive en¬ 
vironment for families, 
farms and businesses. 

Stanley Odut, president 
of Calgary’s Stifton Energy 
Inc, conducts business in 
the west and northwest ar¬ 
eas of Mountain View 
County. He attended the 
event, highly recommending 
it to others with business 


interests in Mountain View 
County. 

“I must admit it was good 
to hear the county is being 
pro-active in their thinking 
and planning.” 

“Hearing the presentation 
gave me a comfortable feel¬ 
ing to know the county is 
not being run on auto-pilot 
and to hear the amount of 
forethought that goes into 
their planning processes,” 
said Odut. 

He said this level of com¬ 
munication reflects the level 
of co-operation he sees be¬ 
tween businesses and land- 
owners in this county. 

“(County Councilors) are 
stewards of that communica¬ 
tion. They represent land- 
owners and are the first to 
be in contact with industry,” 
said Odut. 

Harvie’s message that 
growth in this county is a 
two way street was heard 
loud and clear. 


“Building Mountain View 
County is a team effort,” 
said Harvie. “Our future 
growth is connected to 
yours.

Statistics and financial 
highlights presented to 
attendees reflected a strong 
economic environment in 
this area: 

1. Mountain View Coun¬ 
ty’s net municipal property 
taxes, residential equalized 
tax rate and total operation 
expenditures per capita are 
well below the median of 
other Alberta counties. 

2. Non residential Equal¬ 
ized tax rate is above the me¬ 
dian of Alberta counties. 

3. Total public works ex¬ 
penditures per km of road is 
less than the median of other 
counties. 

4. Equalized assessment 
per km of roads is well be¬ 
low the median of Alberta 


counties. 

2004 priorities in Public 
Works are: 

1. Offering dust control 
to all ratepayers in the 200 
metres fronting their prop¬ 
erties, at a minimal cost. 

2. Purchasing a dirt 
screener to do a better job 
of pit reclamation, resulting 
in higher quality materials. 

3. Upgrading gravel 
crush on the east side of the 
County by modifying 
screens to produce more 
rock and less clay. 

4. Introducing a new 
process of wetting sand with 
calcium for winter sanding 
that will reduce usage of 
salt. 

Financial results for 2003 
reported total assets for the 
county to be $41.3 million 
compared to $37.1 million in 
2002. Total revenue for 2003 
was $14.3 million. Total op¬ 
erating expenditures 
equalled $13.5 million. 
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Let the e-round up begin 


Alberta getting ready to launch the first formal 
electronics recycling program 


This year alone, more 
than 190,000 televisions 
and 90,000 desktop comput¬ 
ers will be thrown out in Al¬ 
berta, putting close to 380 
tons of lead and other po¬ 
tentially hazardous materi¬ 
als into our landfills. But 
that’s all about to change. 

Beginning October 1, 
2004, Alberta will launch 
Canada’s first formal elec¬ 
tronics recycling program to 
help resourceful Albertans 
take the metals, glass and 
plastics found in electronics 
and put them to good use. 
Now, instead of filling 
landfills, old TV’s and per¬ 
sonal computers will be 
turned into new opportuni¬ 


ties for Albertans and new 
hope for our environment. 

The Alberta Recycling 
Management Authority 
(ARMA) which will oversee 
the program on behalf of 
Albertans, is set to phase in 
the program starting with 
the collection of televisions 
and computers at municipal 
collection points or commu¬ 
nity round-ups across the 
province. 

Just like Alberta’s other 
successful leading-edge re¬ 
cycling programs for tires 
and used oil, this new e-cy- 
cling program will use a re¬ 
cycling fee to cover the 
costs of operation. 

Collection of the fees 


from sellers and manufac¬ 
turers will begin in Febru¬ 
ary 2005, once all of the re¬ 
tail and industry partners 
have had the chance to reg¬ 
ister for the program and 
update their systems to ac¬ 
commodate the fee collec¬ 
tion. 

Albertans have long been 
leaders in taking action to 
protect the environment, 
and this program is another 
example of our leadership. 

I strongly encourage you to 
recycle your televisions, computer 
monitors and printers.

A “sad day” for Mountain View County 


Dear Editor; 

September 1st 2004, has 
turned out to be a "sad day" in 
the political history of Mountain 
View County (MVC). The 
present MVC Council voted in 
favour of a contract award in the 
amount of $4,059,540.00 to con¬ 
struct a new Administration 
Building at the Olds/Didsbury 
airport site. This sum was nego¬ 
tiated with a sole source contrac¬ 
tor. 

This negotiated value is the 
end result of the present Coun¬ 
cil's decision to reduce the origi¬ 
nal bid by $1,125,460.00 in or¬ 
der that they could stay within 
the budgeted overall project 
value of $5,600,000.00. To 
achieve the reduction of about 
twenty percent in the tendered 
price, they resorted to cheapen¬ 
ing the building systems and sys¬ 
tem components. For example, 
the building exterior envelope 
will now be having a stucco fin¬ 
ish, standard construction roof 
trusses, and frame wall. Further, 
the penthouse to service me¬ 
chanical and electrical equip¬ 
ment has been deleted, and 
cheaper packaged roof mounted 
equipment has been substituted 
to lower the first-cost. 

Approximately thirty cost re¬ 
ducing items have been refer¬ 
enced, but not truly identified.

These are the means by which 
this Council has chosen to main¬ 
tain the project cost within the 
promised budget limit. The 
twenty percent reduction in the 
tendered value has been nego¬ 
tiated with one contractor, with 
apparently no consideration to 
re-tender the work. Nor has this 
Council offered to consider 
other options. It seems that this 
Council had an uncontrollable 
urge to commit this construc¬ 
tion contract prior to the 
upcoming municipal elections 
on October 18th next. 

Councilor Van Arnam has 
stated that this Council has been 
"soul searching a long term vi¬ 
sion for the County". The fact is 
that the resolution passed on 
September 1st, clearly was a 
short term consideration only. 
The first-cost reduction of the 
bid price by $1,125,460.00 is a 
"cheapening" their original con¬ 
cept. This sum is in fact the 
present value of the existing Ad¬ 
ministration Building, if it's up¬ 
grading would be considered at 
this time. 


To have a long-term vision 
and decision for Mountain View 
County, the MVC Council would 
have had to consider two key eco¬ 
nomic parameters: 

1. The "Life Cycle Costs" of 
those system components that 
have been "cheapened" in the 
reduction of the tendered con¬ 
struction value. 

2. The "Benefit-Cost Analysis" 
for the Administration Building 
Facility. This requires the defi¬ 
nition of the objectives, identifi¬ 
cation of alternative ways of 
achieving each objective, and 
identification for each objective 
the alternative that yields the re¬ 
quired level of benefits at the 
lower cost. 

The present MVC Council has 
not demonstrated at any time 
that the above parameters have 
been considered. This is particu¬ 
larly evident by the fact that the 
components that would be re¬ 
tained in the upgrading of the ex¬ 
isting Administration Building 
would extend the life expectancy 
for an additional forty to one 
hundred years, and more. The 


same cannot be said for the new 
building option. 

Councilor Burrell’s auda¬ 
cious statement, “it would have 
been nice to have the luxury to 
do nothing, but we didn’t, is not 
what the Electors expect, nor 


want. What the Electors want 
is prudent economic decisions 
being made, in consideration of 
present and future times.

Didsbury residents come together to help a 

neighbour 


Last week’s beautiful 
weather put Didsbury farm¬ 
ers to work harvesting their 
crops. On Monday though, 
neighbours of Keith Krebs 
stopped harvesting their 
own crops and came together 
to harvest Kreb’s crop. 

The day the “Crop-off” 
took place, Sept. 25th, was 
the same day Krebs was ad¬ 
mitted back in to the Foot¬ 
hills Hospital in Calgary. 
Krebs has been fighting brain 
cancer, and this past June 
had a tumor removed from 
his brain. 

"He is now getting follow 
up treatment,” said Kevin 
Krebs, Keith’s nephew. “It 
is a very slow process.” 

Neighbours started com¬ 
ing forward, about a month 
ago, asking Kevin if they 
could help harvest Keith’s 
crop. Through word of mouth 
the list continued to grow, 
and soon it was a list of 50 vol¬ 
unteers. 

“Everyone came to us to 
offer to help,” said Kevin. 
“We did not need to ask any¬ 
one.” 

On Monday everyone 
gathered at Keith’s place, 
and the harvesting started 
at 1 pm. 

“The whole day went awe¬ 
some,” said Kevin. “We 
worked hard until 7 pm. It 
would have taken him a 
week to do what we did that 
day.” 

In total 70 volunteers 
came out to help. Women 
were busy preparing dinner 
for the workers, the dinner 
took place just after 7 pm. 
in Keith's garage. 

“Ursula, Keith’s wife, 
was overwhelmed when she 
came home to find so many 
people there to help,” said 
Kevin. “They are both very 
thankful.” 

Vair Whitlow helped or¬ 
ganize the day, understand¬ 
ing from past experience how 
important the help was. 

It was about 10 years ago 
when Whitlow suffered from 
a ruptured intestine, and was 
hospitalized for two weeks. 


The day he returned home 
from the hospital, he found a 
bunch of neighbours out har¬ 
vesting his crop. 

“It was a real neat sur¬ 
prise,” said Whitlow. “It 
was some of the neighbours 


that organized it.” 

Both Kevin and Keith 
Krebs were amongst the vol¬ 
unteers back then. 

“As soon as we realized 
Keith was not going to get 
well enough to do his own 


crop, we knew we were going 
to do it for him,” said Whit¬ 
low. “No matter what we were 
doing, we knew we would just 
pick a day and stick to it.” 

Volunteers brought out 19 
combines and 15 trucks. 


“We all complain about dif¬ 
ferent things in our lives,” said 
Kevin. “Keith’s problem is 
more serious than most, it 
helps us appreciate things 
more. We were all glad to be able 
to help him.”

We finished our combining on Saturday and every bin is run¬ 
ning over. It’s awfully nice to be finished and we are grateful for 
a bountiful harvest but there is some question as to whether 
there will be any market for the grain. It's barley and it's not 
going to make malt so one would hope that there would be a 
need for feed but with the crisis in the cattle industry how much 
feed grain will sell? We will feed some to our own animals but 
not that much so while we have more feed grain than can be 
used and our cattle grow fat and can't be sold, people in other 
parts of the world starve. There is something terribly wrong 
with the distribution system. 

Harvest meals are special meals. It's a tradition that we all 
maintain even while we are feeling guilty about our good for¬ 
tune as compared to the terrible conditions that some people 
have to live with. While we have a problem trying to decide 
what to serve, their problem is in finding anything to serve. 

The garden is at its best right now and when you are prepar¬ 
ing harvest meals that's the logical place to start. If you are hav¬ 
ing beets as a vegetable they have to be cooked whole, that is 
with two inches of leaf stem intact, otherwise they "bleed" and 
become pale and tasteless. We grow formanova beets and they 
have become so long and large that I can't fit them in a Dutch 
oven. If I am cooking them whole it has to be in the canner. The 
other alternative is to peel and dice them and then cook them 
up into borscht. My husband is not really fond of borscht so it 
is served maybe once in the season. 

No Harvest meal is complete without meat, potatoes and 
gravy but when meal time varies according to which bin is be¬ 
ing filled, when the truck is sufficiently full and whether the 
combine plugged you had better not plan salmon steak, barbe¬ 
cue or rare roast beef. Better meatballs in gravy, oven stew or 
meatloaf. And long ago I found a recipe for beef stroganoff that 
only improves if you have to keep it warm for a spell. Carrots, 
peas and green beans are pretty safe, they warm up nicely, corn 
on the cob is iffy, easy to overcook and coleslaw is always nice, 
you can add dressing as the truck comes up the lane. If you 
have your own tomatoes and cucumbers they are great with al¬ 
most anything. 

In my husbands family there was always one macaroni meal 
during harvest and I make it with lots of tomatoes and then 
baked in a mixture of beaten eggs, milk and grated cheese. This 
keeps well and is usually served with broiled wieners, green 
beans and a big salad. 

This year for the first time I made sauerbraten. I have wanted 
to do this for years but couldn't find the recipe. Last week while 
I was looking for something else I found it. To make sauerbra¬ 
ten you begin with a large, lean, and less tender cut of beef and 
marinate it for two days in a brine of vinegar, water, sugar, on¬ 
ions, garlic, bay leaf, cloves and peppercorns. Strain the mari¬ 
nade and reserve four cups, roast the beef to well done, add the 
marinade to the pan juices and thicken the gravy with crushed 
gingersnaps. At the last minute add a cup of sour cream. We 
served this over mashed potatoes and it was good but tradition¬ 
ally it's served over noodles and that would be even better. 

Harvest desserts are a whole chapter in themselves. It's the 
season for fresh fruit so peaches, plums, pears and apples are 
on the menu and we try to have them uncooked as often as pos¬ 
sible but most Combiners feel they deserve at least one apple 
pie. Granny Smiths are the apple of choice but Macs are nice 
too. Harvest is the time for my yearly zucchini chocolate cake 
and with the wealth of carrots a carrot cake is a possibility too. 
Carrot pie will be saved for Thanksgiving. 

Enjoy the fruits of the harvest, revel in all those wonderful 
fresh vegetables and if you feel that you want to share your many 
blessings remember to donate to the food bank and to the peo¬ 
ple of the Sudan.

Carbon monoxide: Are you 


Carbon monoxide is 
a serious danger and 
one that many people 
do not understand. 
Carbon monoxide is 
the #1 cause of acci¬ 
dental poisoning 
deaths in North 
America. The Cana¬ 
dian Safety Council re¬ 
ports that there are 
approximately 1.500 
poisonings and over 
200 deaths per year 
due to carbon monox¬ 
ide. The major cause of 
high levels of carbon 
monoxide in the home 
is faulty ventilation of 
furnaces, hot water 
heaters, fireplaces, 
cooking stoves, grills 
and kerosene heaters. 
Other common sources 
are car exhausts and 
gas powered portable 
machines. 

Faulty or improper 
ventilation of natural 
gas and fuel oil fur¬ 
naces during the cold 
winter months account 
for most carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning cases. 
Unlike smoke or fire, 
carbon monoxide is al¬ 
most impossible to de-

tect. Often called “The 
Silent Killer,” carbon 
monoxide is completely 
colourless, odourless 
and tasteless, and can 
kill in minutes. Carbon 
monoxide is also re¬ 
ferred to as “The Great 
Imitator.” In the early 
stages of carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning, symp¬ 
toms such as nausea 
and headaches often 
mimic common ill¬ 
nesses, like the flu. 
This often leads people 
to believe that they 
should stay home and 
rest. Tragically, home is 
often the source of the 
illness and in some 
cases, the source of 
death. However, almost 
all of these tragedies 
and mishaps are pre¬ 
ventable. 

The best defence 
against carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning? 

• Regular, preventa¬ 
tive maintenance of 
fuel-burning appli¬ 
ances, furnaces, fire¬ 
places and chimneys. 

• Installing a carbon 
monoxide alarm on 
every floor of your home 


including the base¬ 
ment near the home’s 
principal heating 
source. 

Because most fire 
or carbon monoxide 
incidents occur at 
night, Raffi 

Nersesian, Product 
Manager for Kidde 
Safety suggests that 
“talking alarms” near 
the sleeping areas 
may be a good alterna¬ 
tive to regular ones. 
For example, you can 
get a 120V wired-in or 
battery “talking” 
alarm that could alert 
with verbal messages 
based on the hazard at 
hand - fire or carbon mon¬ 
oxide. If the alarm sounds, 
you and members of your 
household should leave 
your home immediately.

Candles, one of the major causes of home fires 

during the winter season 


Small flames led to 102 
deaths and 1,473 injuries in 
1999 - The number of home 
fires caused by candles has 
been soaring in recent 
years, and jumped a star¬ 
tling 20 percent from 1998 
to 1999, the most recent 
year for which statistics are 
available, according to the 
NFPA (National Fire Pro¬ 
tection Association). In¬ 
deed, 1999 marked a 20-year 
peak. There were an esti¬ 
mated 15,040 home candle 
fires that caused 102 deaths, 
1,473 injuries (a 33 percent 
increase over the previous 
year), and $278 million in 


damages. In contrast, inl990, 
there were 5,460 home fires 
attributed to candles. Candle 
fires are more common 
around the holidays, because 
more people use candles, and 
decorations are often near 
them. Candle fires peaked on 
Christmas Day - they ac¬ 
counted for 10 percent of 
home fires on Christmas Day 
inl999, followed by New 
Year’s Day and Christmas 
Eve. Home candle fires are 
more common in the winter 
months. In 1999, there were 
almost twice as many home 
candle fires in December as 
in an average month. How 


does a little flame become so 
dangerous? Four out of 10 
times, the candles were left 
unattended, abandoned or 
inadequately controlled. 
One in four times, material 
that catches fire easily was 
left too close to the flame. 
Sometimes children play 
with the candle. Sometimes 
someone falls asleep with 
one or more candles lit. Four 
out of 10 home candle fires 
start in the bedroom, and 
two out of 10 in common 
rooms - living rooms, fam¬ 
ily rooms or dens. The most 
common item first ignited by 
a candle is a mattress or bed¬ 


ding, except in December 
when decorations are the 
most common first item. Fire 
Prevention Canada and the 
NFPA recommend the fol¬ 
lowing safety tips when us¬ 
ing candles: Use candles only 
in rooms where there is a re¬ 
sponsible adult awake to con¬ 
trol and oversee the flame; 
keep candles away from 
items that can catch fire, 
such as clothing, books, papers, 
Christmas trees, decorations, win¬ 
dow blinds and curtains; keep can¬ 
dles away from high-traffic locations 
where they can be easily knocked 
over, especially areas accessible to 
children or pets; place candles on 


stable surfaces in sturdy holders 
that grip the candle securely and 
won’t tip over or allow the candle 
to fall over; place candles in candle 
holders that won’t catch fire and 
are big enough to collect dripping 
wax; extinguish taper and pillar 
candles when they bum to within 
two inches of the holder, and con¬ 
tainer candles before the last half¬ 
inch of wax begins to melt; avoid 
candles with combustible items 
embedded in them; and use ex¬ 
treme caution if you carry a lit can¬ 
dle, holding it well away from cloth¬ 
ing and any combustibles that may 
be along your path. While carrying 
a candle, avoid loose, flowing cloth¬ 
ing that is not flame-resistant.

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FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 

Plan your fire escape route 


Do you know what to do in case of fire? The right 
time to plan how to escape a fire is now - before it 
is too late. This information has been prepared so 
that, wherever you are, at work or at home, you 
will know how to get out alive. Fire Escape Plan¬ 
ning at Work. Evacuation plans and fire reporting 
procedures vary for each building. Usually an 
alarm signals all occupants to leave the building 
immediately, or to go temporarily to an “area of ref¬ 
uge”. Plan NOW what to do... according to posted 
fire emergency instructions.You must use your 
judgement when a fire occurs and know where the 
nearest extinguisher, the fire alarm station and the 
two closest exits are located, as well as who your 
floor fire emergency officer is. If you are trained to 
use available emergency fire equipment, do so if 
the fire is still small. But do not take risks or fight 
a fire alone. Your safety always comes first. Mobil¬ 
ity-impaired occupants who require assistance in 
evacuation are responsible for advising their 
MONITORS of the extent of the assistance re¬ 
quired and should participate in “DRY-RUN” prac¬ 
tices. Ask yourself the following questions: Where 
is the nearest fire extinguisher? Where is the near¬ 


est fire alarm station? Where is the nearest two 
exits? Who is the floor fire emergency officer? If 
you don’t know, find out now. Read your fire or¬ 
ders. Report all fire hazards. Fire Escape Planning 
at Home. Instituting a home fire escape plan is one 
of the most important actions you can take to pro¬ 
tect your own life and the lives of others. The Fire 
Department urges you to develop and practice a fire 
escape plan for your home. How to Develop a Fire 
Escape Plan. Install smoke detectors on each floor 
of your home and test them regularly. Draw a floor 
plan of your home showing all possible exits from 
each room. Where possible, plan a main route and 
an alternate exit route from each room. Make cer¬ 
tain that everyone understands that if they hear 
the smoke detector, or hear someone shouting “FIRE”, 
they should immediately evacuate the home. Decide on a 
meeting place outside your home. In case of fire, go to the 
meeting place. Someone should be sent to phone the fire 
department. Meet the firefighters when they arrive. 
Ensure that everyone in your home knows NOT TO 
RE-ENTER A BURNING BUILDING. Firefighters 
are properly equipped and trained to perform res¬ 
cue operations.

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QUESTION: Why do my kids have to fight all the 
time? 1 have three of them and they drive me crazy. Why 
can't they be nice to each other? 

DR. DOBSON: Good question! All I can tell you is 
that sibling rivalry has been going on for a long time. It 
was responsible for the first murder on record (when 
Cain killed Abel), and has been represented in virtu¬ 
ally every two-child family from that time to this. The 
underlying source of this conflict is old-fashioned jeal¬ 
ousy and competition between children. Marguerite and 
Willard Beecher, writing in their book "Parents on the 
Run" ($10, DeVorss), expressed the inevitability of this 
struggle as follows: 

"It was once believed that if parents would explain to 
a child that he was having a little brother or sister, he 
would not resent it. He was told that his parents had 
enjoyed him so much that they wanted to increase their 
happiness. This was supposed to avoid jealous competi¬ 
tion and rivalry. It did not work. Why should it? Need¬ 
less to say, if a man tells his wife he has loved her so 
much that he now plans to bring another wife into the 
home to increase his happiness,' she would not be im¬ 
mune to jealousy. On the contrary, the fight would just 
begin — in exactly the same fashion as it does with chil¬ 
dren." 

QUESTION: If jealousy between kids is so common, 
then how can parents minimize the natural antagonism 
that children feel for their siblings? 

DR. DOBSON: It's helpful to avoid circumstances 
that compare them unfavourably with each other. 
They are extremely sensitive to the competitive edge 
of their relationship. The question is not, "How am I 
doing?" it is, "How am I doing compared with John, 
Steven or Marion?" The issue is not how fast can 1 
run, but who crosses the finish line first. A boy does 
not care how tall he is; he is vitally interested in "who 
is tallest." Each child systematically measures him¬ 
self against his peers and is tremendously sensitive 
to failure within his own family. Accordingly, parents 
should guard against comparative statements that 
routinely favour one child over another. 

Perhaps an illustration will help make the case. When 
I was about 10 years old. 1 loved to play with a couple of 
dogs that belonged to two families in the neighbour¬ 
hood. One was a black Scottie who liked to chase and 
retrieve tennis balls. The other was a pug bulldog, 
who had a notoriously bad attitude. One day as I was 
tossing the ball for the Scottie, it occurred to me that 
it might be interesting to throw it in the direction of 
the old grouch. It was not a smart move. The ball 
rolled under the bulldog who grabbed the Scottie by 
the throat when he tried to retrieve it. It was an aw¬ 
ful scene. Neighbours came running as the Scottie 
screamed in pain. It took 10 minutes and a garden 
hose to pry the bulldog's grip loose, and by then the 
Scottie was almost dead. He spent two weeks in the 
hospital and I spent two weeks in "the doghouse.” I 
regret throwing that ball to this day. 

I have thought about that experience many times, and 
begun to recognize its application to human relation¬ 
ships. Indeed, it is a very simple thing to precipitate a 
fight between people. All that is necessary is to toss a 
ball, symbolically, under the more aggressive of the two 
and prepare for the battle that ensues. This is done by 
repeating negative comments one has made, or by bait¬ 
ing one in the presence of the other. It can be accom¬ 
plished in business by assigning overlapping territory 
to two managers. They will tear each other to pieces in 
the inevitable rivalry. Alas, it happens every day. 

This principle is also applicable to siblings. It is re¬ 
markably easy to make them mortal enemies. All a par¬ 
ent must do is toss a ball in the wrong direction. Their 
natural antagonism will do the rest.

In the words of Olds 
Grizzlys’ Head Coach/General 
Manager, Brett Cox..."Most of 
our wins this year won’t be 
pretty but they certainly will be 
deserving.” 

Last week in Alberta Junior 
Hockey League Action, the 
Olds Grizzlys got the monkey 
off their back by chalking up 
two deserving wins in four 
games, three of them on the 
road. 

On Tuesday, Sept. 28, the 
Grizzlys finally won a game at 
home by defeating the Brooks 
Bandits 4-2 in a highly enter¬ 
taining game. Then on the road 
in Sherwood Park, the “Car¬ 
diac Kids” stole a 3-2 over time 
win against the Crusaders on 
Friday. Oct. 1. 

Before heading into Sher¬ 
wood Park, the Grizzlys were 
defeated 3-1 by the Grande 
Prairie Storm. Finishing off the 
three game road swing in Fort 
McMurray on Sun. Oct. 3, the 
Grizzlys were hammered 8-3 by 
the Oil Barons. 

At the Olds Sportsplex 
against the Bandits, Michael 
LeClair dented the twine with 
a third period power play 
marker at 7:45 to solidify the 
victory for the Grizzlys. 

After Tyler Webb gave the 
Grizzlys a 1-0 lead fifty-two sec¬ 
onds into the game, the Ban¬ 
dits replied with goals off the 
sticks of Joel Chisholm and 
Brandan Connolly to take a 2- 
1 lead into the first intermis¬ 
sion. 

A short handed goal by Jeff 
Smyth midway into the middle 
stanza enabled the teams to 
skate away deadlocked at two 
goals apiece at the end of forty 
minutes of play. 

Smyth rounded out the 
Grizzlys scoring with his sec¬ 
ond goal with just three min¬ 
utes left in the encounter. 

Between the pipes, both 
goaltenders, Tyson Sexsmith of 
the Grizzlys and the Bandits’ 
Chad Johnson, played solid 
games with both netminders 
making several spectacular 
saves. 

It was a heart-stopping barn 
burner in Sherwood Park as 
veteran Tyler Grover scored 
with just nine-tenths of a sec¬ 
ond left in the extra session to 
award the comeback victory to 
the Grizzlys. 

Backed by the outstanding 
netminding of Tyson Sexsmith, 
the Grizzlys stole the game 
from the Crusaders as they 
erased a 2-0 Crusader second 
period lead by scoring a pair of 
unanswered goals in the third 


stanza. Denting the twine for 
the Grizzlys in the dramatic 
third period were Frazier, 
Caron and Adam Ross. Len 
Wiwchar replied with a pair of 
goals for the Crusaders, one 
each in the first and second 
periods. 

In Grande Prairie, the 
Storm and the Grizzlys were 
embarked in a defensive battle 
as both teams were stingy in 
their own end. Steven Duckett 
gave the Storm an early 1-0 
lead and Chris Wilson increased 
the hometown lead to 2-0 with 
a power play marker in the sec¬ 
ond frame. With five minutes 
left in the game, Nathan 
Brummitt pulled the Grizzlys 
within a goal cutting the 
Storm’s lead to 2-1. The 
Storm’s third goal was scored 
into an empty net. 

"Right now every game is a 
struggle,” Cox said after the 
game against the Bandits. 

“Due to injuries and suspen¬ 
sions we had ten players sitting 
in the stands tonight,” Cox 
added. 

To change their misfortunes 
in the loss column, the Grizzlys 
wore their black jerseys against 
the Bandits and the strategy 
payed off. 

"Before the game we said 
let’s go out and get a greasy 
road win and it worked,” 
quipped Cox. 

With questions and rumours 
about the team flying publically 
and some questions internally, 
Cox noted it was a relief for the 
players to finally get another 
victory. 

“It wasn’t a pretty win to¬ 
night, but we don’t want pretty 
wins, just results,” added Cox. 

According to Cox, the win 
against the Bandits was accom¬ 
plished through battling along the 
boards, fighting in the trenches, 
blocking shots, grit and desire. 

With the roster still being fi¬ 
nalized, Cox noted the efforts of 
the players, their enthusiasm and 
their attitude initiates a difficult 
decision for the coaching staff in 
making the final selection for the 
team. 

“If tonight’s effort against the 
Bandits is an indication as to what 
the players are now bringing into 
the games, then we’re going to 
have some tough decisions to 
make in the weeks to come,” Cox 
concluded. 

This Friday, Oct.8, a “Battle of 
the Bears” will lx* witnessed in the 
Grizzlys Den as the Camrose 
Kodiaks pay a visit to the 
Sportsplex. On Saturday, Oct. 9, 
the Grizzlys travel to Canmore to 
play the Eagles and on Monday. 
Oct. 11 the Grizzlys take on the 
Canucks at Max Bell Arena.
